with a shawl over her head, he at once 
advises her to go away and dress her- 
self, us- oirc send someone more re- 
epectable to do her business for her. 
Strict Dealing. 

r 'T understand it is the custom at 
this nlaep, and, indeed, ui, most other 
respectable pawnbrokers, if a person 
mis-conducts herself nn the Satarday 
night, that she is, en the Monday, 
told, in a manner that leaves no doubt 
on her mind, that in future she will 
have to take her business elsewhere. 

"Saturday night i», o£ course, the 
time for redemption, and gc far as I 
C'.viid see, the articles passed ovar the 
counter were mostly bundles o£ cloth- 
ing a:;d articles o£ jewellery. Socio 
idea of the business done by a pawn- 
broker on a 3alurduy night-may ba 
gained from the fact that at this place 
some 1,700 pledges were redeemed, the 
round value of which amounted to 
34,250, 

"At eight -I'sh-uk on Monday morn- 
ing business was again resumed, and 



persons might be seen in the near 
neighborhood c£ the pawnshop hug- 
ginjr bundles o£ vaiious sizes. In 
many of these cases it, wbr necessary 
that the contents of the bundles 
should be again pawned before 
there would be any money to 
begin the house -keeping of the 
week. As suun as rhe e h^tt^i5. v»efe 
dawn. hikI the door opened, the 
pawners hrvgsn to slrcatii in, HTid busi- 
ness commenced. Let me give one 
case as n ssmple. It will serve as a 
description oi hundreds of others. 
Up the Spnut. 

"A stout, ruddy-faced woman places 
a bundle upon the counter. 

" 'H>~- rrkuch, iirs. O'Grady?' the 
assistant sharply asks. 

'"Fifteen shillings, sorr," is the 
reply. 

•' 'Two suits and onp nnir of beets, 
O'Grady ! Next !' 

"While the assistant had been ask- 
ing the questions, with deft Ciigers he 
had loosened the bundle, noted the 
contents, and pushed them along the 
counter to be made up into u bundle 
by ?.nnther man. The bundle is then 
rapidly whisked up what the pawn- 
broker calls a well, but what is more 
Tamiiiarly known an the 'spout.' Thus 
the phrase. 'Gone up the Gpout," is 
significant. And so the thing goes sn . 
hour alter hour for the greater part 
of Monday.
